Week ended April 25. There were 314 deaths from cholera, 90 
from plague, and 22 from smallpox in Calcutta. In Bengal during the 
week ended April 18 there were 613 cases of plague, with 592 deaths, 
In India during the same week there were 6,755 cases of plague, 
with 5,523 deaths.
